Cranking the volume control all the way will blast 
your headphones off your head on a strong station!!

Guys, 


In general any ‘store bought' radio that runs both CW and SSB will have 
adjustable power output via the ALC control. The lower limit of the 


adjustment is set by the manufacturer, and may be too high for your QRP 
interests. In some cases there may be internal pot adjustments, in 
other cases a battery can be inserted following instructions that appear 
in the QRP ARCI archives, to allow even further adjustment. Store 
bought radios include TenTec's, Kenwood's, Yaesu's, Icom's, and others. 


Kit radios vary by manufacturer. Some do allow adjustment, and some 
don't. It depends on the designers attitude toward power output!

So far so good. 
Epson 28.16 MHz oscillator, followed by 74LS74, using both flip-flops as 


divide by 4. Thus far its a Fireball-40. Now for my twist: a 7406 open 
collector hex inverter (used 74 instead of 74LS 'cause I had ‘em, and 06 


has the 30 V rated output that the 05 does not). Connected a pair of 
inverters, in parallel, to the Q output of the divider, and another 
paralleled pair to the not-Q ouput. The repective collectors go to 
opposite ends of a transformer (14 T #26 on T37-61, center-tapped - 
thanks NorCal toroid kitters!) and the +5 V supply is fed at the center 
tap. Shunt the primary with 82 pF and a 10-50 pF trimmer. Four turn 
secondary with a 47 ohm load resistor. Everything's dc coupled right now, 
except for the secondary winding. 


Getting better than 7 Vpp across the 47 ohm load (about 150 mW, 2 turn 
secondary yielded 70 mW) The waveform is remarkably clean looking (a 
little too triangular to be a real good sine wave) on the scope when the 
trimmer is adjusted. Have not yet added a pi-net filter for harmonic 
Supression. The 7406 get's warm, but not hot, with continuous output for 
minutes at a time. I could try running the collector circuit to a higher 
supply voltage than 5 V - since the 7406 is rated at 30V. 


Still lots of room in the Altoids tin for keying circuit and pi-net. This 
is fun - lots easier than perf-board to fiddle with changes. My old 
found-in-a-junque-boxe nibbling tool makes nice pads for the IC mounting. 


PS: I've purposely allowed the solder fumes to waft into the jet stream 
so as to be carried to the White Mountains of New Hampshire (Steve - 
careful not to inhale :%)

Check out the ARRL Handbook. Also, for a through explanation that's 
written well, check out Solid State Design For the Radio Amateur. 

You can also check out the December issues of ham magazines and 

browse the article listings, and locate articles on balun construction. 
So, what I'd do is: 


1) Read the handbook. 


2) Read up on impedance transformation and balun construction 
in SSD. 


3) Read the articles you find in the ham rags. 


If you are still a little unsure on how to go about 
constructing a balun, then I'd suggest that you go 
to your local library and look up the info in other 
books. Everyone doesn't write the same, and one 

of these other books just might take you over the 
top and explain something clearer, blending all the 


other info into a solid understanding of the subject 
matter. 


If this sounds like book or article research, then 
I've done my job. IMHO, this is what you need to 

do to get a complete understanding of a particular 
subject. Also, if you take notes and write down your 
findings, you can assemble all of your info and post 
it here on QRP-L, or you could write up a bibliography 
and submit the article to one of the QRP magazines or 
to an amateur publication. 


This might seem like a lot of work, but it's well worth it, 
IMHO. It will take time and -- most importantly! -- patience, 
but it will time well spent. Every hour of study will save you 
2-3 hours in construction and application. 


Hope this helps, and good luck with your project!

Here's how I plan to make CT v 8.50 work in this weekend's contest, (i.e. 
working around the ARRL's change in precedence codes). 


1-Use the NOTE PAD function (I believe it is ALT-N) to create a one-line 
file for the QSO which has a non-A/non-B/non-Q precedence (remember to use 
the time/callsign of the station in your note so you will know which one to 
change later) and type the correct exchange here 


2-When the contest is over, and while editing the log as a text file, I'm 
going to print a copy of the "NOTES" and then will use that as a refernce 
as I go back to the log and change the precedence. 


Yes, it is an extra step. But it is shorter than a learning curve for new 
and different software, and it is easier that upgrading to CT v9 which 
requires a Pentium in the shack (and I'm only using a 286).

Gang, 

I will not be participating in SS this year due to plenty of projects 
I need to complete this weekend before the cold weather kicks in 
(although it must be 7OF outside already, making it tough to picture 
"winter" !) 


Tuning around the bands around 1pm MST, both 15M and 10M have plenty of 
CW activity; almost nothing heard on 20M (here in NM anyway). 


Yesterdays solar flux was 161; today will be a bit less as we're coming 
off the peak and heading towards the 28-day minimum. But 160 or so 
this weekend is sufficient to support good conditions on 20M and above, 
and keep the MUF (maximum usable frequency) above 28MHz during daylight 
hours. 


Yesterday's A-index was 7, with the forecast for the weekend being around 
10 ... or basically mildly unsettle conditions. This is based on the 
solar wind fluctuating due to a recurrent coronal hole spewing out 
particles that disturb our magnetic field a bit. Therefore, 40M can 
expected to be a bit noisy in early evening (sundown to midnight), but 
not excessive, except in the higher latitudes (above 45 deg. latitude). 


In short ... use the highest band you can during the day, then work the 
next lower band as sunset approaches. 15M could stay open quite a while 
after sundown (10M will always crash and burn right at sundown). 


Working 10M an hour or so before sundown will almost always ensure you'll 
work guys to your WEST (where it's still sunny for them) and few if any 
signals coming in from the east, where it's now dark. Then right around 
your local sundown, you can get 30 minutes or so of sudden north-south 
propagation due to the gray line, where your signals will travel along 


the earths terminator (transition between sunny and dark). This holds 
true for all bands during the sundown period, with the largest effect 
on 20, 15 and 10M. It's a good period to work into areas you may not 
reach into during anyother time. 


Propagation is a weird, yet fully understood science, and there are 
obviously many factors that will make your propagation experience 
different from the guy even the next state over. So these are GENERAL 
guidelines, not meant to be specific, and an aid for those who do not 
follow or understand the phenomenon, or new to the hobby and haven't 
figured out what each band has to offer. 


So for you ... 10M is a DAYLIGHT band only, and dies right at sundown 

15M also depends on solar ionization, and thus more or less a daylight 
band, but because it takes longer for the ionization to to cease, 
it can remain fairly good 1-2 hours after sundown. 

20M is a transition band, with conditions based on both the solar flux 
and our magnetic field. It will be quite hot during the day, taking 
advantage of E and F layer (daytime skip), and persist weill into the 
evening using primarily E layer skip. 

40M is "open" around the clock, because seldom does the maximum usable 
frequency (MUF) drop below 10MHz. During the day, your signals have 
to go through the D layer twice, which is ionized and absorbs much of 
your signals. At night however, absorption through the D layer 
drops, and your signals propagate either by bouncing off the E layer 
(for skip distances) or ground wave (for <500 mile communications). 
Of the HF bands, 40 and 80M is the most sensitive to disturbances in 
our magnetic field, and has little to do with the state of the solar 
flux ... and thus can be rather noisy early evening. 


For those new to all of this, one neat exercise (after the contest) is to 
plot on a map what states/regions you work on each band, and you will 
clearly see where you "skip" into, and regions your signals do not 

reach at all. It can also show you what directional qualities your 
antenna system might be producing (for example, if located in the 
mid-section of the country, you work a bunch of New England but little in 
the SE, where the skip distance is about the same, it would show your 
antenna is radiating far more power to the NE then the SE). With a little 
analysis, contests can also provide you with a fair look at how signals 
and your antenna function.

PNP Germanium ‘100VDC 3.5A but I doubt that next quantity is a gain 
figure... could be... but that doesn't sound right for a Germanium 
transistor. Otherwise, that's more than you knew before. But it turns out to 
be in one of my old Motorola Data Books: 


Germanium; PNP; Usage: Audio Power; 20W; Vcb & Vce = 100VDC; hfe 20 (60 
max) @ 3.0A and that's the story.

I'm impressed, Nils. You haven't lived until you've tried to move a good 
ole trusty linotype machine. They remain one of the mechanical 
engineering marvels of all time. If I remember right, striking a key on 


the keyboard initiates 320 moving-part operations before that letter is 
cast into the lead stug, and a few dozen more when you eject the slug. 


For the unitiated, before offset printing and desktop publishing, printing 
was done by hand-set steel type ... a small piece of steel for each 
letter, that needless to say was a heroic effort to set the type for say 
a single page of a newspaper. This is why so few newspapers, books and 
magazines were around in the 1800's. Look at an Alamanac of facts and 
figures for a list of weekly and daily newspapers and magazines, and you 
will see an explosion of such periodicals around 1880 and afterward 

all due to the release of the linotype machine ... the first machine to 
cast the metal type automatically from a typewritter type of keyboard. 

A good operator could set many lines (slugs) per minute, compared to hand 
set type, measured by characters set per minute (setting two 4-inch lines 
by hand in a minute was considered world class speed). 


The conversion from letterpress to offset printing after WW-II brought on 
the decline of the linotypes, to where today, there are only a few left 
in regular use. There was a time, though, you would kill for a linotype 
or intertype machine. Who did you kill for yours, Nil? :-) 


OK, off topic I know ... but I figured Nils comments about moving his 
Intertype probably went unnoticed, and unappreciated by most. It is a 
huge mechanical monster to behold, never mind to move!
